GEORGE 0. BARNES. 

The death of the Rev. GedrRe O. 
Barnea removed a fiRure which aome 
yean sro attracted a Rreat deal of at- 
tention in Kentucky and many other 
Statea and countries. Opniun waa much 
divided with reference to him. but lit- 
tle doubt waa ever entertained aa to 
hia aincerity, and the labors that he 
performed were atupenduua. Hia laat 
yean were panaed in comparative ob- 
scurity so far aa his native State is 
concemi'd, and it ia probable that the 
inhrmitiea of age restrained therestleaa 
activity which ao Iohr characterized 
him. 

Mr. Karnes hcRsn life as a rcRular 
minister of the Presbyterian church. 
Hia work a* a miaaionarv in India was 
not marked so far aa U known by any 
departure from the standard of hia 
church. While stationed at Stanford, 
after the war, he heRsn to Rive utter- 
ances to certain doctrinea which were 
not in accord with the tearhinRa of the 
church. Efforts were made to Ret him 
to withhold their utterance, hut after a 
time he broke with the church entirely, 
and set up aa a free lance. His first 
prutracied meetinR aa an evanReliat af- 
ter leavinR the church waa at l.ebanon, 
in December, 1H76, and he attracted 
Rreat attention by the fervor of hia ut- 
terances Afterwanl he held meetinRS 
at a number of other points, and in all 
of them he made a decided impression, 
and the number of (leople who pro- 
feaaed communion under his ministra- 
tions waa very larRe. His powers as a 
public s|i«aker were extraordinary. 

So far as ortlvaloxy, accordinR to the 
symbols of any church ia cunrcrneil, 
Mr. Barnes made little pretension to it. 
He was reported from time to time to 
have Riven hia adherence to the aya- 
tema of various teachers, mostly men 
outside of the reRular communions, 
thouRh some of these refiorts may have 
been incorrect, la waa not possible, 
however, fur his admirers to follow him 
in any connected system of thenloRy, 
for he chanRrd his position from time 
to time. There were many, however, 
who believed in the man, and who were 
always eaRer to hear him, no matter 
what brand of theoloRy he was under- 
stood to fav‘>r. 

AmonR the ideas of Mr. Barnes was 
that of the faith cure and hia home at 
Stanford, known at the “Pink CottaRe," 
was lung the resort of people seeking 
relief from a variety of diseases. In 
process of time this was given up. 
Whether Mr. Barnes chsnRc<l hui opin- 
ions on this subject or not, it is cer- 
tain that the faith cure attracted less 
attention in his later ministrations. Hia 
converts connected themselves with va- 
rious churchee, and some of them with 
none aX all. It ia im|Maaible to say 
what porpurtion of them remained true 
to the professions which they made dur- 
ing his meetings. 

While he will be remembered as a (>e- 
culiar force in the rellgiuui world, the 
want of continuity in hia teachings will 
prevent hia passing into history either 
aa the founder of a sect or as a cham- 
pion of any particular doctrine, beyond 
hia statement that “God ia L<ive,“ a 
teaching by no means peculiar to him. 
Nevertheless he will long he remember- 
ed as a pulpit orator of peculiar elo- 
quence and (Hiwer. -Courier Journal.

Dillard F'lelder, one of the best 
known and most respected citizens of 
Madison county, died in Igiuisville, 
where he had gone to undergo an opera- 
tion for cancer. 

The president and vice president of 
the Neal Bank at Atlanta were indicted 
on a charge of lending more than 25 
per cent, of the capital stock to a con- 
cern in which they were interested. 

The monument erected by the State 
of Minnesota in the National Park at 
Shiloh to the memory of the Minnesota 
soldiers who fell on that battlefield was 
dedicated Friday. Gov. Johnson made 
a stirring address. j 

A New York anarchist has written | 
President Roosevelt protesting* against 
the action of the New ^ ork police in 
breaking up a meeting. He contends 
that it waa an interference with the 
right of free speech. 

Col. William De Lacey, a prominent 
lawyer and Civil War veteran, com- 
mitted suicide at New York, leaving a 
note in which he said he killed himself 
deliberately and after long considera- 
tion, believing life to he a game of 
which he was tired. 

Leo C. Thurman, of West Point, Ky. 
was hanged at Norfolk, Va., Friday 
for the murder on February 1. 1906, 
of Walter P. Dolson, of Michigan, hia 
roommate, whose body he packed in a 
trunk and then fled, being captured 
IH months later at Vancouver, B. C.
